: Saturday a MINER representative re-
solved himself into a committee of one
and went out to inspect the condition of
the new ditch from the reservoir to its
source, a distance of three miles. To
reach his destination he began at the end:
ing and went to the beginning, by walk-
ing up the ditch grade, following around
the mountain at an inchine to the
head, where the cool;. waters of
Wind creek will be tapped and a dam con-
structed, :

From there the water will be conveyed
through a foot square flume, to be boxed
in to prevent freézing and to exclude all
foreign substances getting into the water.

bout half way the line crosses a deep
mvine several hupdred yards across, with

dip of forty degrees on each side. This,
course, will necessitate a metal piping.
The work has been done on a very fine
surveying and excavating plan, there be-
ing just inclihe enough to carry the full
volume of water, which, it is said, will be
in the nelghborhobd of fifty inches.

From the creek the grading Is all fin-
ished for half a mile, where some blasting
was being done on a bluff, which Is with
w few exceptions the only obstacles en-
countered along the whole route, James
Cornfield, with his force of fifteen men,
have so far done a good piece of work,
and seems to have expedited the same.

.After getting a place along the rock for
the flume, the men will continue on down
to the reservoir, finishing the ditching for
the flume, the plank for' which Is now J
being distributed along the line down this
way.

The reservolr, under the formanship of
Willlam Stinson, is being gotten Into
shape, and a heavy bulkhead Is being
constructed of large logs, from bedrock to
rim, on the lower end of the basin, which
will withstand great pressure and last for
llu UM.
